The Invading

ashore in lower Italy with the ex­ 
pectation of encountering stiff re­ 
sistance. and according to the Al­ 
giers radio the British and Cana­ 
dian troop* of the Eighth army — 
spearhead 
of

Most of the opposition is looked 
for from the Boche, but it seems 
unlikely that they would be in 
great force in southern Italy . 
In 
the north cf the peninsula, how­ 
ever, the Germans are reported to 
be holding the line of the Po river 
In strength, and likely have de­ 
fensive positions south of there, 
as well. 
One of the most important and 
interesting operations in connec­ 
tion with the invasion was the 
Allied bombing of the bridges in 
the Brenner pass, which is the 
great gateway through the Alps 
Into Italy from Germany .

perimeter for a gain of six miles. 
Five Red armies are engaged in

porarily .” 
Most of the railway line was sev­ 
ered when bombs destroy ed the 
railway bridge at Bolzano 35 miles 
south of BYenner pass, and the 
railroad at Trento 30 miles farther 
south was cat by four direct hits. 
Bologna Freight Yards Torn 
Freight y ard* at Bologna, 17 0 
miles below the pass, were tom 
by great fires and explosions, Bo­ 
logna is an Important rail and 
highway junction near the center 
of the northern neck of the Ital­ 
ian peninsula. 
American Mitchells blasted the 
railroads near Cancello northeast 
of Naples and the official report 
asserted that "when the bombing 
was over, all

The Paris radio said in a broad­ 
cast heard by the Associated Press 
that an “ex tensive raid” was made 
on the Paris region, adding that 
the main target was the left bank 
of the Seine. 
The day light attacks followed 
night blows by the R.A.F. against 
Axis air fields and other targets 
In northern France and the Low 
Countries. 
A Joint U. 8 . and British com­ 
muniq ue said four enemy aircraft 
were destroy ed while one medium 
bomber, a light bomber and two 
of the Allied fighters failed to 
return from the night raids. 
Lock Gates Destroyed 
In a tree-top attack on Holland. 
R.A.F. Hurricanes destroy ed lock 
gates 
at

Holland’s Handweert canal, block­ 
ing vessels from Antwerp ex cept 
by the vulnerable open-sea route. 
Three Hurricanes are missing in 
this raid, along with one of the 
escorting Ty phoons which attacked 
and damaged a small coastal ves­ 
sel and three tugs.

This is the first of 
the bridgeheads which in the fifth 
y ear of war, with God’s help, we 
will establish and breach the fort­ 
ress of Europe on land, even as 
It already has been breached from 
the air. 
‘‘lat annihilation Is certain. Du^ 
lug the fifth y ear of their suffer­ 
ing the peoples of the occupied 
lands hopefully may turn their ey es 
toward deliverance.” 
Devers’ message was read by his 
chief of lU ff, MaJ.

Eisenhower Flies To Sicily For Check-Up 
Dispatches said crowded Allied inrasion barges, troop-landing 
craft and amphibious jeeps, sweeping across the strait under cover 
of a moonless night, landed on the beaches opposite Messina. 
The Initial attack apparently struck In the vicinity of Reggio 
Calabria (pop. 50,000), bomb-battered ferry terminus. 
British and Canadian troops led the assault, while Lieut, Gan. 
George S. Patton’s American Seventh army , co-vlctors In the M-day 
conq uest of Sicily , was held In reserve. 
Just before the attack, Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower flew to 
Sicily for a final check-up with Gen. Montgomery and Gen. Sir Harold 
L. Alexander. 
The fact that Gen. Elsenhower held still other armies uncom­ 
mitted raised the possibility that further attacks on Hitler's "European 
fortress” are coming soon—perhaps In rapid succession. 
These might be; At Sardinia and Corsica, stepping stones to 
southern France and the Rhone valley Invasion path to the heart 
o f 
the continent; at Crete, in the eastern Mediterranean; or the Allies 
might turn the southern end of Italy into a base for a trans-Adrlatle 
drive into the Balkans. 
Perhaps significantly . In this connection. London censorship pre- 
vented speculation on future events In the Mediterranean theater, even 
halting American correspondents’ dispatches q uoting speculation In 
London newspapers. 
Dispatches said an armada of "many hundreds” of troop-jammed 
ships and barges made up the attacking force. As they sped acroas 
the narrow Messina straits, Allied long-range guns on the Sicilian 
coast laid down a terrific barrage on Axis defenses. 
Warships bombarded the beaches, blowing up barbed-wlre en­ 
tanglements and machine gun posts and a great swarm of American 
and R.A.F. warplanes formed a protective cover overhead. 
In an ey ewitness account of the landing operations, an American 
bomber pilot declared: 
First Time On Europe’s Soil Since 1941 
“We saw colossal explosions and watc’aed what appeared to be 
a 
great artillery duel near the Strait of Messina.” 
An Italian communiq ue implied that the attack had gained at 
least preliminary success, announcing tersely : 
"La.« st night the enemy , who In the past had attempted Isolated 
landings which were then promptly repulsed, began operations against 
the Calabrian coast facing Messina,” 
It made no mention of the new full-dress landings having bean 
repulsed. 
The Invasion was the first time the Allies have set foot on 
European mainland soil In great force since the retreat from Greeea 
In April, 1941, and came on the fourth anniversary of the day Great 
Britain declared war on Germany . 
First announcement of the Invasion came from Allied head­ 
q uarters shortly after 7 a. m. today (1 a. m.. East Liverpool war time.) 
As the historic assault developed. Allied bombers smashing at 
German lines of reinforcement bombed bridges In the Brenner pass 
which links Italy with Germany . 
The Allied-controlled Algiers radio broadcast special appeals to 
the Italian people to welcome the Allies “as liberators in the same 
, fashion their forefathers welcomed OarlbaldL” 
The broadcast continued;

h e people, right or wrong, are always right. 
Finding out what they think and don’t think 
is a national Industry. 
So far the surface hardly has been scratched. 
It is known that wage earners think they should 
earn more wages, that capltalifits think they should 
get more profits and that a preponderant majority 
of the people are against sin. all Important revela­ 
tions. But what about salads? Where should they 
be placed on the table? 
The Twill laboratory has surveyed this question. 
It has discovered that 52 percent of the American 
people, a bare majority, eat salads. The remainder, 
48 percent, admit they don’t give a whoop. 
Of the. 52 percent who believe In salads. 53 per­ 
cent think the salad should he placed to the left 
of the dinner plate where it usnally is placed any­ 
way. Forty-seven percent think it should he at the 
right. Eighty-seven percent of the 53 percent 
are 
right-handed and tired of dragging their sleeves 
across the gravy on their plates. The other 13 per­ 
cent are left-handed and think if the salad was on 
the right side it would give them a chance to prove 
they can do everything the right-handed salad eat­ 
ers who work on the left side can do. This 
is sig­ 
nificant. It shows enterprise. 
The 47 percent who want the salad at the right 
are divided as to right and left-handedness, 87 per­ 
cent left and 13 rigiit. the same proportions as those 
who favored the left. This Is significant. 'They give 
Identical reasons. The right ■ handers think it is 
more fun to oat their salad the hard way. The left­ 
handers confess they are Interested in convenience. 
Of the 52 percent believing in salads on the whole. 


27 percent are In the class earning above $2.209 
a year, 20 percent between $2,000 and $2,200 and the 
remainder have reported no visible means of sup­ 
port. On the whole. Republirans and Democrats 
tended to have the same opinion on salads. Slightly 
more persons above 21 believe in salads than below 
21. Salads are more popular with women than men, 
more popular with overweight women than nnder- 
weight women. 
Typical comments; "W hy don't they put It lu the 
middle and save all the fuss?’’ “ I know a better 
place to put it than the table anyway." “Ijek ’em 
put it wherever they want to because if I find any 
cucumbers I ’ll put It back in the kitchen." “ If they 
have to put it somewhere, why don’t they put It on 
the main plate to cover up some of the bare spots?" 
This completes the Twill survey of salads. Other 
surveys may follow. Watch for them. 'The people, 
right or wrong, are always right.

Q.—Does evaporated milk spoil In a can, if the 
can is not turned upside down now’ and then? 
A.—Evaporated milk does not necessarily spoil. 
When It Is allowed to remain in one position to r too 
long a period of time, there may be some fat separa­ 
tion. In the process of homc^enizing evaporated milk, 
the fat globules of the natural milk are broken into 
much smaller globules and are dispersed throughout 
the milk. If this milk then stands In one position 
for too long a period of time—something over three 
or (our or more months—and particularly at high 
temperafcUTes euch as may exist In many of the or- 
tinary warehouses, this fat separation may take 
place. However, with a few turiu of a rotary e«g 
tNHitor or a good shaking of the can, the mixture 
iimla becomes a homogenous one.

Initial Assault Appears To Have Struck In Vicinity Of 


Reggio Calabria; Patton’s Seventh Army Troops 


Held In Reserve For Expected New Thrusts

British Eighth army troops stormed into Italy from Sicily 
today, opening the long-awaited invasion of H itler’s European 
fortress, and a German broadcast indicated that the Allies have 
occupied both Scilla and Reggio Calabria on the toe of the Ital­ 
ian boot. 
The two cities are on the Italian west coast, directly acrose 
the strait from Messina. 
The Nazi radio said the invasion forces have penetrated aa 
far as Scilla on the coast road, and another tank-led column has 
thrust eastward from Reggio Calabria. 
Dispatches said that more than IO hour* after British Tom­ 
mies and Canadians swarmed across Messina straits in a ser­ 
ies of pre-dawn landings they were locked in fierce battle with 
the enemy. 
Italian headquarters said the Allies have begun operations against 
the Oelabrlan coast, on the toe of the Italian boot, "on a vast Beale." 
An official Allied spokesman said Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom­ 
ery’s veterans are engaged in “heavy fighting". 
There was no report of any invasion spearhead having been 
thrown back after the first landings, which came at 4:80 a. 
rn., 
(10:30 p. rn., Thursday, East Liverpool war time.) 
“Allied forces under the command of Gen. Elsenhower have con­ 
tinued their advance,” said a bulletin (rota Allied headquarters. 
“British and Canadian troop* of th* Eighth army, supported by 
Allied sea and air power, attacked across tbs Strait of Maaslna early 
today and landed on the mainland of Italy." 
Eisenhower Files To Sicily For Check-Up 
Dispatches said crowded Allied Invasion bare**, troop-landing 
craft and amphibious jeeps, sweeping across th* strait nndsr cover 
of a moonless night, landed on the beaches opposite Messina. 
The initial attack apparently struck In the vicinity ef Reggio 
Calabria (pop. 50,000), bomb-battered ferry terminus. 
British and Canadian troops led the assault, while Lieut. Gen. 
George S. Patton's American Seventh army, co-victors In th* M-day 
conquest of Sicily, was held In reserve. 
Just before the attack, Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower flew to 
Sicily for a final check-up with Gen. Montgomery and Gen. Sir Harold 
L. Alexander. 
The fact th at Gen. Elsenhower held still other armies uncom­ 
mitted raised the possibility that further attacks on Hitler’s "European 
fortress” are coming soon—perhaps In rapid succession. 
These might he: At Sardinia and Corsica, stapplng stones to 
southern France and the Rhone valley Invasion path to the heart of 
the continent; at Crete, In the eastern Mediterranean; or th* Allies 
might turn the southern end of Italy into a base for a trans-Adriatic 
drive Into the Balkans. 
Perhaps significantly, In this connection, London censorship pre­ 
vented speculation on future events In the Mediterranean theater, even 
halting American correspondents’ dispatches quoting speculation In 
London newspapers. 
Dispatches said an armada of “many hundreds” of troop-jammed 
ships and barges made up the attacking force. As they sped scrota 
the narrow Messina straits. Allied long-range guns on the Sicilian 
coast laid down a terrific barrage on Axis defenses. 
Warships bombarded the beaches, blowing up barbed-wlre en­ 
tanglements and machine gun posts and a great swarm of American 
and R.A.F. warplanes formed a protective cover overhead. 
In an eyewitness account of the landing operations, an American 
bomber pilot declared: 
First Time On Europe’s Soil Since 1941 
“We saw colossal explosions and watched what appeared to be a 
great artillery duel near the Strait of Messina.” 
An Italian communique Implied that the attack had gained at 
leant prelim inary success, announcing tersely: 
“Last night the enemy, who in the past had attempted isolated 
landings which were then promptly repulsed, began operations against 
the Calabrian coast facing Messina.” 
It made no mention of the new full-dress landings having been 
repulsed. 
The Invasion was the first time the Allies have set foot on 
European mainland soil In great force since the retreat from Greece 
in April, 1941, and came on the fourth anniversary of the day Great 
Britain declared w ar on Germany. 
First announcement of the invasion came from Allied head­ 
quarters shortly after 7 a. rn. today (I a. rn., East Liverpool war time.)

S OF today, the army of the United State* Is 
the greatest establishment of the kind the world 
ever has known. 
It is made up of more than 8,000,OCH) men and 
women 
the very flower of our youth. Its member­ 
ship represents perhaps 80 percent of the famine* 
of the nation and every city and hamlet and cross­ 
road settlement in the land. 
It Is officered by the highest Intelligence that can 
be seined out of our vast population. It includes the 
scions of the very rich and the very poor and also 
the so-called middle classes. Our soldiers come from 
the homes of luxury and from the tenements of th® 
city slums, from the mountains and plains and th® 
shore lines of the Atlantic and Pacific. 
It Is an enormous melting pot Into which hag been 
poured the blood of scores of different nationalities, 
even that of our enemies, to come out pure-straia 
American. In Its tremendous pattern are nearly all 
religions. It speaks all languages, but the common 
tongue is American—technically English, you may 
say, yet nonetheless our own American. 


x jE V E R was there such an army In organization 
Av and equipment. You may take its fighting prow­ 
ess for granted. It has been blooded in the South 
Pacific, in North Africa. In Sicily, in the Aleutians 
and over Germany, and It has sustained all the great 
battle traditions of a nation that never has lost a 
war. 
Only fragments of the army of the United State* 
have been engaged in this war so far but the speed 
and striking power of those fragments reflect the 
awesome potentialities of the army as a whole. 
We have drawn the 8.000,000 out of a reservoir of 
29,000,000 registrants of military age and equipped 
and trained most of them since Dec. 7, 1941. Credit 
for the training of this incomparable army is largely 
due to the officers and non-coms of the old regular 
army, who found themselves in the early stages re­ 
duced to the extremity of using broomsticks for 
rifles and stovepipe for cannon in their teaching of 
the new soldiers.

Luckily for us. the act was 
passed over the opposition in October. 1940. to give 
us the nucleus of the fine divisions that won North 
Africa and Sicily and are sweeping the Japanese 
off the islands of the South Pacific. 


T H E army of the United States, as of today, proves

the merit of the selective service act and the 
necessity for having experienced officers always at 
hand. A report from the department of justice Just 
issued shows that in the three years since enact­ 
ment of the draft law only 6,116 persons have been 
convicted of violating the law as against approxi­ 
mately 10,000 prosecutions for the same offense in 
the first year of the draft in the last war. 
Of the number convicted in this war, 2,071 were 
professed conscientious objectors, 1.263 being mem­ 
bers of the Jehovah’s Witnesses sect. More than 
200,000 complaints of violations have been invest), 
gated quietly by the FBI in three years, but only in 
cases of wilful evasion was prosecution resorted to. 
The record, as a department official says. Indicates 
a praiseworthy attitude of loyalty and cooperation 
on the part of the American people. 
No, never was there such an army. When you 
see a young man in uniform, bear in mind you are 
seeing a member of the greatest army in history.

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It Could Have Been Worse 
AMERICANS are finding this particular day bright­ 
ened by the report of a major Beale raid on a 
pinpoint known as Marcus island, important be­ 
cause it is a Japanese outpost only 1,200 mile* from 
Tokyo. 
It is to be hoped that Japanese reports of the raid 
are not exaggerated; that planes were overhead in 
great numbers; that naval guns blasted land Instal­ 
lations; that the attack was carried out In force. 
Particularly pleasing is the inclusion In Japan’s 
report of the raid to its own people of the reminder 
that the raiders were close enough to have dropped 
their explosives on Tokyo, Instead.

The Japanese 
people are going to come to with a jolt and realize 
what their military exploiters have been leading up 
to all these years. The Doolittle raid on their capital 
apparently caused more repercussions with its rela­ 
tively small damage than a major raid on any other 
capital would cause. 
All of which explains why It is especially pleas­ 
ing tor Americans to hear report* of a thrust to­ 
ward Tokyo and to know that the Japanese under­ 
stood immediately what it meant. 
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UT we have to agree not about 
obvious and little issues but 
about great issues—such as the 
future of Germany, the boundaries 
and alliances of eastern Europe, 
the independence of Scandinavia, 
the position of resurrected France, 
the status of eastern Asia.

Admiral Tells How Country

“Not at all,” replied the Nor­ 
wegian officials with whom the 
general was dealing. ‘‘Hitler has 
announced that you lost only 1,163 
killed and wounded. We can af­ 
ford to pay pensions for them.” 
The Germans, Rliser-Larsen said, 
thereupon dropped their demands. 
He declared that when Norway 
was attacked there were 1,024 Nor­ 
wegian ships on the high seas and 
Major Vldkun Quisling, 
Nazi-ap­ 
pointed premier, ordered them to 
make for Axis ports. Not a single 
ship obeyed the order.

T 
H E situation, in the autumn, 
was acute for the actual de­ 
fenders 
of 
Stalingrad. 
Gen. 
Chuikov’s 
army 
headquarters, 
still within the city, were often 
m ore advanced than divisional or 
regim ental headquarters, and oft­ 
en under the autom atic gunfire 
of the enemy. Five times Chuikov 
had to move his base, once be 
cause It was flooded by burning 
gasoline, a t other times because 
its communications were severed. 
At one critical moment he ordered 
his chief of staff to go to the east 
bank of the Volga, planning him­ 
self to rem ain in Stalingrad. K ril­ 
ov, ahuffling his feet, stood silent. 
Finally, another member of the 
staff stepped forward and spoke 
for him: “Let’s win or die togeth­ 
er.” They stayed together. 
The Volga was not frozen in 
mid-November. 
Ice 
floes 
broke 
the Red arm y pontoon bridge and 
barge crossings, so that the plight 
of the defenders inside the city 
was more desperate than ever. 
W hat was true of the fronts 
around Stalingrad was that, while 
the 02d arm y was bearing the 
blunt of the German attack on the 
city, a m ass of men and m aterials 
was being assembled on the en­ 
emy flanks. The Germans, having 
made the m istake of putting in­ 
sufficient forces into the Stalin­ 
grad assault, made another mis­ 
take of persisting stubbornly in 
their original plan. 
Left Red Army Free 
W hile they w ere attacking at 
this single point, and to a lesser 
extent in the Caucasus, they left 
the Red arm ies free elsewhere all 
along the front. In fact, except 
at Stalingrad and in the Caucasus. 
the Russians held the initiative 
generally. 
T he real Red arm y force was 
gathering 
around 
Stalingrad. 
A 
general reorganization was under 
way. 
The 
entire 
Soviet 
front, 
which had originally been divided 
into three groups, each a large 
unwieldy 
organization 
of 
more 
than IOO divisions, under Voros­ 
hilov, Timoshenko, and Budenny, 
was made over into 12 compact 
fighting forces, each commanded 
by a skillful professional soldier 
and supplied with hard striking 
power. At the top of this organ­ 
ization was Stalin, with his own 
representatives to coordinate the 
actions of the fronts. 
Now, the Germans held mow of 
Stalingrad but all around them 
was gathering a storm —a storm 
that broke Nov. 19, 1942. 
On that day, three Red army 
groups 
launched 
the

fronits were the southwest, com­ 
manded by Gen. Nikolai V atutin; 
the Don. commanded by Gen. Kon­ 
stantin Rokossovsky; and the Stal­ 
ingrad, commanded by Gen. Yere­ 
menko.

through the enemy flanks and to 
encircle the Germans at Stalingrad. 
By Nov. 23, they had succeeded. 
On that day, units from the north­

arm y 
sur­ 
rounded by a thin strip of Red 
arm y forces. 
The 
encirclem ent 
movement 
was considered by the Soviet com­ 
mand as the greatest ever execut­ 
ed, exceeding anything the Ger­ 
mans had carried out in the first 
year of the war. Inside the Red 
army ring were 22 divisions, with 
other artillery and engineers’ regi­ 
m ents and battalions, about 330.000 
men in all. Moreover, the Russians 
were soon to put to flight a re­ 
lief expedition the Germans sent 
under Von Mannstein to rescue the 
encircled force. 
From that moment the German 
sixth 
arm y 
was 
doomed. 
From 
that moment the battle of Stalin 
grad developed in two separate 
actions—against the group enoir 
cled before Stalingrad, and against 
the lines sagging far to the south 
and west. 
The German besiegers of Stal 
ingrad became, in turn according 
to 'their Fuehrer’s communiques. 
‘the 
defenders 
of 
Stalingrad.’ 
They dug in deep in the base 
ments of the city and the holes 
of the steppes. 
Only For Self Defense 
They received 25 or 30 cartridges 
daily, with orders to use them 
only in self defense. Their daily 
rations dwindled to four ounces 
of bread and a portion of horse- 
meatt. This period produced one 
of the classic rem arks of the war, 
made by a German prisoner who 
plaintively told the Red arm y cap­ 
tors:
